Our 
knowledge of this great range is very limited, as no 
Europeans have ever seen it or crossed it, except 
Marco Polo, since the days of the caravans men- 
tioned by Ptolemy. 

Betvr, the BreLoro of Marco Polo, is the name 
not only of the above chain, but also of an elevated 
region to the E or SE of the Pamir plain or table- 
land over which Marco Polo travelled 40 days, and 
which he describes as a cold mountainous region. 
It seems to lie to the E of Badakshan. Nasrodden 
el-Toosi places Belur 4 degrees E of that place. 
This region is also called Bolour, or Beloor,. by 
Rabbi Abraham Peritsol in his Ztinera Mundi, and 
seemingly corresponds to the Sirhud of Elphinston; 
According to Chinese accounts it lies to the SW of Yar- 
kund, and E of Badakshan, and may perhaps answer 
to the Poloculh of Hallerstein’s map. Marco Polo de- 
scribes the inhabitants as a savage, ill-disposed race of 
idolaters, subsisting by the chase, and clothing them- 
selves with the skins of their prey. It is clear that 
the district he describes lay between Badakshan and 
Kashghar; and it may therefore be an intermediate 
alpine region between the Belur-Tagh and the Muz- 
Tagh, The inhabitants, say the Chinese accounts, 
have large ps and an aquiline nose, and wear mus- 
tachios. They have no "letters, and are totally igno- 
rant of the language of the inhabitants of Chinese 
Turkistan, They dwell in viilages, and build their 
houses of earth and stakes. Their dress and their 
bonnets resemble those of the people of Aadijan 
(in Kokan); and those of the men differ little from 
those ofthe women. The country is full of sands, and 
the soil is dry and saline; the produce of the soil 
is scanty. ulberry trees, whose fruit dried serves 
for food, are numerous; the inhabitants also sub- 
sist much on goats’ milk, which they mix with mares’ 
milk. Their prince bears the title of Bi. He takes 
three young females from families which have five or 
six daughters, and two from those which have four 
or five, and sells them in the neighbouring cities of
